ONSUMPTION may be a benign 
disease. All through the arid 
regions of the west there are con- 
sumptives who have been such for 
more than twenty years, and who, in 
spite of their disorder, live useful lives. 
Their trouble shows no tendency te 
progress. For all such, consumption is 
a disease to be lived with. The question 
is, how can one educate himself in the 
science and art of living with consump- 
tion, holding his disease in check and 
endangering nobody, and remaining a 
productive member of society? 

More than twenty years ago Dr. Pratt 
of Boston set out to find an answer to 
the question. He found that Minor of 
Asheville and Trudeau of Saranac had 
something for him. Had he gone to the 
arid west he would have found a large 
number of people who had worked it out, 
though they might not have been able to 
tell him how they did it. Somehow or 
other they just did it. Had he gone to 
Europe he would have found colonies 
where some part of a program was be- 
ing carried out.

Pratt started classes among people who 
wanted to get into sanitaria and could 
‘not get farther than the waiting list.

the assembly. 

Of the 153 house members 105 will 
be named April 13. 

Only “candidates who merit sup- 
port” are listedin the report. 

“In some instances,” the

either because fit candidates are lack- 
ing, because there is no contest, or 
because of insufficient information in 
spite of diligent inquiry. 


Elect in 35 of 51 Districts. 


“The choice of house members will 
be decided at the primary in 35 of the 
51 districts. Thus the members of the 
house will really be elected at the 
party primaries in all but 16 districts. 
This situation makes it the imperative 
duty of the voters to study with the 
utmost care the fitness of the primary 
candidates. The league has painstak- 
ingly investigated the fitness of more 
than 450 persons who are seeking seats 
in the fifiy-fifth general assembly. 

“In its reports the Legislative Vo- 
ters’ league has been obliged to point 
out that loose extravagance, the crea- 
tion of unnecessary jobs for political 
purposes, and inflated appropriations 
have been the main characteristics of 
the legislature under the leadership of 


Gov. Small. 


“In December the Illinois Supreme 


court handed down a decision against 


the governor in the interest suit 
brought in the name of the people of 
the state to recover great sums of in- 
terest earnings on public funds alleged 
to have been withheld by him while 
state treasurer. 


Impeachment a Likely Issue. 

“Now that the governor has been 
definitely classified by the highest ju- 
dicial tribunal in the state the voters 
may well view with suspicion any can- 
didate for the legislature who has Gov. 
Small’s indorsement or aid. 

“As the question of impeachment 


- appears likely to be one of the princi- 


pal issues at the next session of the 
legislature, and as it will then be the 
duty of the members to decide that 
question upon the facts as then fully 
presented, it is unusually important 
that only honest and fearless legisia- 
tors be chosen.”

Mrs. Ogelsby still takes a keen and 
active interest in the farms which she 
has given fanciful names—Kickapoo, 
Wadywold, Walnut Grove, St. Patricks, 
Foxon, Marshwold, Lindenwold, We.

From the windows of the home, 
which stands on top of Elkhart hill 200 
feet above the general leVel of the coun- 
try, a panorama of the farms and coun- 
tryside can be seen.

Why Sell Investment Stocks on 
Market Slump? 

If you have bought a dividend paying 
stock for the purpose of holding an in- 
come producing security, not be stam- 
peded into selling simp because the 
market takes a drop. 

Many investors write in to us every 
time there is a slump in the market to 
know if they ought not to sell at once in 
order not to take a greater loss. 

They seem to think that they have lost 
money and are likely to lose a lot more 
if they do not immediately get rid of 
their stock. 

This may be true if they are holding it 
on a margin and are forced to sell. But 
if they have bought the stock outright 
the fact that that stock has experienced 
a decline on the market is not, in itself, 
@ reason to sell. 

If you have purchased a stock outright 
for investment, presumably you bought 
it with the intention of having a steady 
source of income, The dividend it was 
paying and future dividends which you 
expected were the reason for your pur- 
chase. 

Under these circumstances you should 
not be greatly concerned, if at all, by its 
reactions on the market or jts current 
price. These things should interest you

Vrequently, in the case of a seasoned 
stock, it will be found that there is noth- 
ing, in the condition or earnings of the 
company itself. to warrant a decline in 
the stock and thut the dividend is as safe 
as ever.

Chi- 
cago, with its. fire insurance patrol 
maintained by the risk companies at 
an annual cost of $460,000, is declared 
fortunate in possessing one of the most 
efficient and best trained corps in the 
country. | 
Last year, the nine pattrol compan- 
ies, acting under the supervision of 
Chief Frank C. McAuliffe, answered 
13,079 alarms of fire. Over 33,000 
miles were traveled to different blazes. 
A total of 22,032 covers were spread 
as protection against fire and water 
}loss. The 160 men of the patrol main- 
‘tained a total fire watch of 9,218 hours. 
They extinguished $03 fires. 
‘Some idea of the importance of the 
/patrol’s work is gained when it is 
known that last year an insurance total 
| of $274,242,878 was carried on property 
in which work of the patrols was car- 
ried out.

Second from the left we 
show a street frock which recognizes that the o' ly true syle 
logic of today is to be thoroughly illogical. In the beer< 
there is a bolero effect dipping after the manner of 80 .tany 
chic, up-to-date corsages. This bolero stops at the sides, 
however, and in the front you would never suspect its ex- 
istence. No, for the hiatus is completely filled in by a 
vestee of white piqué flanked on the right—only on the 
right, mind you—by a flap of self-material. 

This frock is interesting for several other reasons. First 
of all, there is the use of a wine-red and light weight 
duvetyn, and second there is again the presence of those 
tucks which are such a feature of our present mede. tn this 
case they are the fine, “ picked up” variety and they are 
spaced at wide intervals. Even on the flap you find them 
officiating. The white piqué vestee is also tucked and is 
trimmed down the center with tiny buttons. Once again 
we have the popular V opening. 

I have mentioned so often the vogue of taffeta that here 
1 shall not dwell further upon the virtues of this medium.

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The Birth Control 
Hullabaloo 


By. H. L. Mencken. 
HE grotesque failure of the campaign to put down props 
ganda for birth control has a lesson in it for the opti- 
mists who believe that in the long run, by some mys- 
terious hook or crook, and perhaps with divine help, 
prohibition will be enforced, They will not heed that lesson, 
but it is there, nevertheless. Church and state combine to 
baffie end exterminate the birth controllers. They are threat- 
ened with penal servitude and their customers are threatened 


| with hell-fire. Yet it must be obvious that they are making 


progress in the land, for the birth rate continues to slide 
downhill. 

Incidentally, it is amusing and instructive to observe that 
it diminishes most rapidly among the educated and highly 


' respectable classes, which is to say, among those who are 
_ ordinarily most law abiding. The same thing is to be noted 


a 


when one turns to prohibition. The majority of professional 
crooks, now as in the old days, are teetotalers, but when one 
comes to the good citizens who scorn them and demand inces- 
santly that the Polizei butcher them and so have done with 
them, one comes at once upon a high density of scofflaws. 
I know many men of easy means, some of them greatly re-

spected and even eminent. 
any pretense of obeying the Voistead act. 
cent of their wives are innocent of birth control. 

The reason is not far to seek. Both the Volstead act and 
the statute aimed at birth control invade the field of private 
conduct. They take the roof off a man’s house, and invite 
the world to look in. Obviously, that looking in is unpleasant 
in proportion as the man himself is dignified. If he is a low 
fellow, he doesn’t care much, for he is used to such snooping 
by his low neighbors. But if be is one who has a high opinion 
of himself, and is accustomed to seeing it ratified by others, 
then he is outraged. And if he has any natural bellicosity in 
him and resistance seems reasonably safe, he resists with 


great diligence and vigor.

Here, perhaps, we come upon an explanation of the fact 
that prohibition and all other such devices for making men 
good by force are far less opposed in the.country than they 
The yokel is trained from infancy to suffer 
espionage. He has scarcely any privacy at all. His neighbors 
know everything that is to be known about him, including 
what he eats and what he feeds his quadrupedal friends and 
associates. His religious ideas are matters of public discus- 
if he ig recusant the village pastor prays for him by 
name.

The birth control fanatics profit by this elemental fact. 
It is their great good fortune that their enemies have tried to 
put them down, not by refuting their ideas, but by seeking to 
shove them into jail. What they argue for, at bottom, re- 
mains very dubious, and multitudes of quite honest and intel- 
ligent persons are against it. They have by no means proved 
that a high birth rate is dangerous, and they have certainly 
not shown that they know of any sure and safe way to reduce 
it—that is, any way not already known to every corner 
druggist. 

But when an attempt is made to put them down by law, 
the question whether they are wise falls into the background, 
and the question whether th«:r rights are invaded comes for- 
ward. At once the crowd on their side is immensely rein- 
forced. It now includes not only all the persons who believe 
in birth control but also all the persons who believe in free 
speech, and this second group, it quickly appears. is far 
larger than the first one, and far more formidable. So the 
birth controllers suddenly find themselves supported by heavy 
battalions, arid that support is sufficient to make them almost 
invulnerable. 

Personally,.I am inclined to be against them. I believe 
that the ignorant should be permitted to spawn ad Hbitum, 
that there may be a steady supply of slaves, and those of us 
who are more prudent may be relievéd of unpleasant work. 
If the debate were open and fair, I'd oppose the birth con- 
trollers with all the subtlest devices of rhetoric, including 
bogus statistics and billingsgate. Bu* so long as they are 
denied their plain rights—and, in particular, so long as those 
rights are denied them by an evil combination of theologians 
and politicians—I am for them and shall remain so unti] the 
last galoot’s ashore. They have got many more allies on the 
same terms. And I believe that they are winning.

The law which forbids them to send their brummagem 
tracts through the mails is disingenuous and oppressive. It 
is a part of the notorious postal act, put on the books by 
Comstock himself and supported by every variety of witch 
burner. I know of no intelligent man or woman who is in 
favor-of the principle of such grotesque legislation: even the 
worst enemies of the birth controllers would not venture to 
argue that it should be applied generally. It is favored only 
by fanatics, most of them pathological cases. 

The way to dispose of such laws is to fiout them and 
make a mock of them. The theory that they can be got rid of 
by enforcing them is. nonsense. Enforcing them simply in- 
spires the sadists who advocate them to fresh excesses.

“The Chief Thing” Has a Fine Idea. 

There is a wonderful play idea shabbily treated in “ The 
Chief Thing,” the newest of the Theater guild ventures. The 
author is a Russian named Nicholas Evreinoff, who has been 
studying the, ways and languages of Manhattan the last two 
or three years. His inspiration he finds in the gospel accord- 
ing to St. John: “But when the Comforter is come whom I 
shall send unto you from the Father, He shall testify of me,” 
and his pattern may or may not have been Jerome’s “ Pass- 
ing of the Third Floor Back,” though I suspect it was. 

In any event, he offers here the Paraklete, or comforter, 
as an ageing crone telling fortunes for a living. To this 
fortune teller there come certain residents. of a boarding 
house—a love starved and discouraged stenographer; an 
aging government clerk, lonely and forgotten; a youthful 
poet seeking courage to kill himself and end a life of woe. 

Determining to help these good folk, the Paraklete next 
appears at a provincial theatet and engages three actors to 
play parts for him in the boarding: house. The first lover 
shall carry romance to the unhappy stenographer., The lead- 
ing lady shall, while disguised as a housemaid, win the young 
poet’s thoughts away from suicide and set them on life and 
the fullmess thereof, and the comedian shal) serve a little 
time as companion and cheer leader for the old government 
clerk. 
So it comes to pass that these three, assisted by the 
Paraklete himself disguised as a friendly German or some- 
thing, go into the boarding house and shortly have everybody 
living and thinking normally. And even after the great 
exposure, when the actors hontstly confess their part of the 
deception, the victims are content. They had known at least 
the illusion of happiness and had recovered their poise. That 


is the chief thing.

But Playwright Begs the Question. 

At this noint the playwright. who has no more than toved 
with the theme through scenes as frequently burlesqued as 
they are played straight, proceeds frankly to beg the ques- 
tion. Fearful, apparently, lest a sentimental conclusion be 
taken too seriously, he turns the last scenes into a harile- 
quinade. All the characters step out of character, and, stick- 
ing their heads through a curtain of ribbons, demand to 
know the wishes of the audience. How shall they end the 
play? Receiving no answer from a slightly stunned crowd, 
they proceed to romp. Over the footlights the more athletic 
of the young fellows leap into the aisles. Down prepared 
steps dance the girls, and out through the theater to the 
stage doors. A novel finish, but not altogether satisfying. 

McKay Morris is the Paraklete. He is well out of “ The 
Shanghai Gesture,’ and does well enough with this new role.

Make Prize Awards

AST week saw an interesting hour 
in the announcement of the 
prize awards made at the first 
annual exhibition of paintings 

by artist members at the Chicago Gai- 
leries association galleries. These 
rooms, by the way, are easily aeces- 
sible at 220 North Michigah avenue 
and are large enough to permit of a 
successful showing of pictures. .

2. Would you Ike to hear current 
farm news talks about meetings of 
farm organizations, agricultural dé- 
velopments, economic trends, etc?

3. Would you like to hear a series 
of talks on marketing of agriculture 
products by nationally prominent men? 
A little more than 93 per cent replied 
“ yes.” 

In addition to these expreasions-con- 
cerning farm topics on programs there 
were 7.616 expressions giving the rela- 
tive importance of ten different types 
of program features. Orchestra or 
band, educational talks, weather re- 
ports, market reports, and singing are 
the features with the greatest appeal 
The orchestre leads with farm talks 
second.
